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'God  particle'  discovery  folds 
into  intelligent  design  debate 


NASHVILLE  (BP)  -  Discoveiy 
of  the  so-called  “God  — 


not  only  hdped  two  . 
win  this  year's  Nobel  Prize,  it  un- 
intentionaOy  bolstered  die  arm- 
ments  of  the  Intelligent  Desim 
movement,  according  to  Soutn- 
em  Baptist  scientists. 

The  pardde,  whose  scientific 
name  is  the  Higgs  boson,  (ferives 
its  popular  name  from  the  title 
of  the  1993  book,  God  Parti^, 
by  atheist  physicist  Leon  Leder- 
man.  However,  “a  closer  consid¬ 
eration  of  the  function  and  prop¬ 
erties  of  the  Higgs  boson  !s  very 
enlightening  finm  a  theistic  per¬ 
spective,’  Bruce  Gordon,  associ¬ 
ate  professor  of  the  history  and 
philosophy  of  science  at  Houston 
Baptist  ifnivers^  in  Houston, 
Texas,  told  Baptist  Press  in  an  e- 
mail  interview. 

‘In  direct  opposition  to  No¬ 
bel  Laureate  Steven  Weinbetg's 
remark  that  The  more  the  uni¬ 
verse  seems  comprehensible, 
the  more  it  seems  pointless,'  we 
can  only  recommend  the  mote 
obvious  and  rational  view  that 
the  peater  our  comprehension 
'^of  the  univetae,  the  more  we 
should  be  given  to  doxology:  The 
heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God 
and  the  sky  above  proclaims  His 
handiwork  (Psalm  19:1),’  said 
Gordon,  who  also  is  a  senior  fel¬ 
low  at  the  Discoveiy  Institute, 
a  Seattle  baaed  think  tank  that 
piays  a  Iwuliin  rale  in  the  intel¬ 
ligent  Design  movement. 

Intelligent  Design  support¬ 
ers  argue  that  the  universe  is  the 
orderfy  product  of  intelligence 
rather  d^  blind  chance. 

A  boson  is  one  of  the  two 


classes  of  known  particles.  Bo¬ 
sons  are  distinguished  from  fer¬ 
mions  based  on  (he  type  of  spin 
they  have.  GeneraDv,  fermions 
make  up  matter  while  bosons 
transmit  forces  that  hold  matter 
together. 

Most  physicists  dislike  the 
term,  ‘God  particle,’  and  do  not 
use  it  even  in  popular  scientific 
literature.  They  say  the  term 
was  a  marketing  ploy  for  Leder- 
man's  book  rawer  Wan  a  help¬ 
ful  scientific  descriptor  of  We 
Hi^  boson. 

Theoretical  physic^  Peter 
Higgs,  84,  and  Francois  Englert, 
80,  were  announced  OcL  8  as 
this  yeitf's  Nobd  Prize  winners 
in  physics  for  proposing  the  ex¬ 
istence  of  the  Higgs  boson  nearly 
50  years  agn.  Whra  the  particle 
was  finalh  discovered  last  year  at 
the  world's  most  powerful  parti¬ 
cle  accelerator  in  Switzeriand,  it 
vindicated  their  theory. 

The  two  scientists  will  split  a 
pria  of  $1.2  million  to  be  award¬ 
ed  in  Stockholm  on  Dec.  10. 

Hig^oftheUnrversityofEd- 
inbui^  in  Scodand,  and  I 
of  the  University  Libre  de  Brux¬ 
elles  in  Beloum,  were  among  a 
handful  of  physicists  in  the  earty 
1960s  seeking  to  explain  the  on- 
of  mass  by  positing  a  force 
field  that  fills  all  space  and  pro¬ 
duces  resistaiice  to  ofajecta  mov¬ 
ing  throu|di  it. 

The  field,  they  said,  acts  like 
a  coamic  molaases,  sticking  to 
particles  as  they  move  and  giv¬ 
ing  them  mass.  iTie  Him  boson 
is  the  interacting  mechanism  of 
the  Higgs  field.  The  more  inter¬ 
actions  a  moving  particle  has 


wiW  Hig^  bosons,  the  more 
massive  it  is. 

The  Higgs  boson  was  the  last 
missing  ingredient  in  a  set  of 
equations  known  as  the  Standard 
Modd  of  Particle  Phy:^  that 
explains  how  particles  interact 
It  took  tudU^giitury  to  discover 
the  Higgs ncKonbecause  it  exists 
as  matter  for  less  than  a  billionW 
of  a  billionW  of  a  second  and  dis¬ 
appears  in  ways  that  make  it  look 
like  other  ^pes  of  particles. 

If  the  Hi^  field  did  not  exist, 
particles  would  be  massless  and 
move  at  the  speed  of  light.  Atoms 
would  not  exist  either,  and  the 
univefse  would  be  lifel^. 

‘Aloag  wiW  a  handful  of  oWer 
fundamental  forces  and  laws’ 
like  gravity  and  electroinagne- 
tism,  “the  Higgs  mechanism  is 
necessary  for  the  existeiKe  of 
life,’  Gordon  said.  “Without  H, 
we  wouldn't  be  here.’ 

The  HigB  boson  is  significant 
for  the  InteUigrat  Design  move¬ 
ment  because  its  mass  and  in¬ 
teraction  stiengW  are  fine-tuned 
to  accommodate  the  existence  of 
life,  which  points  to  the  particle's 
being  the  product  of  a  r^onal 
creator  rather  thaij  an  uiimiect- 
ed  natural  process. 

If  the  siibatomic  Higgs  boson 
had  even  five  times  its  measured 
mass,  it  would  render  life  impos¬ 
sible,  Gotxloo  said. 

“The  amount  of  fine-tuning 
present  in  the  forms  taken  by  the 
laws  of  nature,  the  oomMons 
governing  the  beginning  of  the 
univeiae,  and  the  values  associ¬ 
ated  wiW  various  universal  con¬ 
stants  (force-field  strengths,  par¬ 
ticle  masses,  etc.)  is  b^ond  the

reach  of  any  undirected  process,' 
Gordon  said. 

The  specified  nature  of  these 
forms,  conditions,  and  values, 
combined  wiW  their  staggering 
and  (mostly)  multiplicative  im¬ 
probabilities,  leads  inexorably  to 
die  conclusion  that  We  universe 
has  these  properties  as  the  result 
of  an  intelligent  cause,  noS  an  un- 
directad  proems.” 

William  Nettles,  professor 
of  physics  at  BapHst-aimistad 
Union  Unirereity  in  Jackaon, 
'Tn.,  agreed  that  oiscovery  of  We 
Higgs  boson  suggests  the  uni¬ 
verse  is  ofxletfe  and  designed, 
but  he  urged  (Kristians  not  to 
blow  the  new  scientific  iasight 
out  of  pix^rtion. 

The  discovery  ‘does  not  de¬ 
tract  fiom  the  faiW-held  fact  Wat 
God  created  the  universe,  and  all 
things  hold  together  in  the  Son," 
Nettie  told  BP.  ‘We  iust  have  a 
better  pirture  of  Goa's  details... 
Our  mission  is  still  to  bring  glory 
to  God  Wrough  telling  His  Gos¬ 
pel  to  all.  Just  as  mnpowder,  the 
electric  light  bulb,  or  the  auto¬ 
mobile  didn't  change  We  Gospel 
message  of  forgiveness  of  sin, 
neither  does  the  Higgs  boson." 

Believers  should  take  com¬ 
fort  in  the  fact  that  God  allows 
humans  to  imderstand  how  the 
physical  world  is  structured.

large  jet  airplanes.’  he  said.

Walton  continued.  “Far 
from  disproving  the  exi.stence 
of  God,  the  discoveries  of  mod¬ 
ern-day  science,  as  the  above 
questions  clearly  show,  inevita¬ 
bly  lead  us  bark  to  the  Creator 
as  the  only  viable  explanation 
for  creation." 

Discovery  of  the  Higgs  boson, 
Gordon  noted,  should  spur  sci¬ 
entists  to  pursue  additional  in¬ 
sists  that  demonstrate  the  uni¬ 
verse's  intricate  design.  ‘Where 
the  fine-tuning  of  the  universe 
for  We  existence  of  life  is  con¬ 
cerned,  these  observations  about 
the  Higgs  boson  are  just  the  tip 
of  the  iceberg."
